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The  Francis  Family^ 


THE  famih'  which  is  the  subject  of  the  following 
sketch,  resided  for  six  generations  in  Wethers- 
field,  Connecticut,  and  Newington,  which  was 
once  a  part  of  the  first-named  town,  and  they 
were  substantial,  influential  and  well-to-do  mem- 
bers of  the  community.  In  each  generation  the}' 
figured  in  the  history  of  the  town,  both  in  church 
and  civil  affairs,  as  appears  from  the  town  records 
of  Wethersfield  and  from  the  church  records  of  both 
Wethersfield  and  Newington. 

J.  Robert!  Francis,  the  pioneer  of  the  line,  is  first 
mentioned  upon  the  town  records  at  the  birth  of  his 
daughter,  Susannah,  in  165 1.  He  is  also  mentioned 
among  a  list  of  settlers  who  came  between  1640  and 
1660,  but  quite  a  careful  search  has  failed  to  discover 
from  whence  he  came.  The  two  following  records 
concerning  him  are  found  in  the  Wethersfield  Town 
Votes  (pp.  39  and  50),  24  Feb.,  1656: 

"It  was  voted  alsoe  this  day  that  Robert  Francis 
shall  have  a  peece  of  swamp,  if  that  there  be  any 
found  by  the  committee  to  be  given  him,"  and 
"March   the    last    1660  at   a    towne    meting    it    was 


voated  and  aijred  to,  that  Rob't  Francis  (and  cer- 
tain others)  should  have  thre  acrs  each  of  them,  in 
the  last  furlong  next  Bever  bruk." 

In  1671-72  he  was  chosen  "Fence  Viewer,"  and  in 
1675  "Surveyor  for  highways."  He  was  a  member 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Mix's  congretjation,  and  he  died  January 
2,  171 1,  aged  83  (gravestone).  His  wife,  Joan,  died 
January  29,  1705,  aged  76  (gravestone).  \^^

He  was  also 
chosen  at  different  times,  "Fence  Viewer,"  Surveyor 
for  Highways  and  Constable,  and  on  Dec.  2q,  i7oi,he 
was  chosen  one  of  the  collectors  "for  to  collect  the 
share  of  the  school  rate  wch  is  coming  or  due  from 
the  youths  for  their  being  taught  or  might  have  been 
taught  ye  year  past."  (Town  Votes,  pp.  184-220-227-

5.  Justus  5  Francis  (Josiah,^  TJuvnas,^  Jo/tn,'^  Roberf^y 
was  born  November  8,  1750,  and  died  January  8,  1827 
(gravestone).  He  was  probably  the  most  important 
aud  influential  of  the  Connecticut  members  of  this 
line.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war 
(Bureau  of  Records  and  Pensions,  Washington)  serv- 
ing as  a  private  in  Capt.  Elijah  Wright's  company  of 
Enos's  regiment  of  Connecticut  state,  troops,  whicb 
arrived  in  camp  June  2q,  1778.  He  was  also  a  lieu- 
tenant and  a  ma'jor  in  the  Connecticut  State  Militia 
(6th  Co.,  6th  Reg.)  both  of  which  commissions,  signed 
by  Samuel  Huntington,  governor  of  Connecticut,  and 
dated  May  22,  1790,  and  May  29,  1794,  are  in  the 
possession  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Francis,  of  Xewington,  who- 
lives  in  the  house  built  by  Justus  in  1770.  One  of  the 
bricks  of  the  chimney  bears  the  date  Sept.  1770.  He 
was  an  active  church  member,  and  the  records  of  the 
Xewington  Ecclesiastical  Society  show  that  he  was 
many  times  chosen  moderator  of  the  meetings  or  to  act 
on  some  committee  formed  to  attend  to  the  building  of 
a  new  meeting  house  or  to  dispose  of  the  old  one  and 
to  arrange  for  securing  a  new  pastor  and  many  other 
like  duties.
